The Towrah Prisoner

be committed. It has been established that 
this conviet had committed within a short 
period four crimes which had procared him a 
life sentence of hard work, and that his last 
crime had been premeditatey!. 


Mashish Smuggling 

The police, having learnt that in a house at 
Rab-el-Khalk, Cairo, inhabited by two families, 
Armenian and Russian, they would find about 
500 kilogrammes of hashish, went to the house 
and searched the part inhabited by the Arme 
nians, who are local subjects. Finding nothing, 
they «lesired to search the part in which the 
Russian lived, but found they could not do so 
withont permission from the Russian Consul 
ate. This entailed a delay of two days during 
which the contrabanders, profiting by the neg. 
ligence of the officer in charge of the house, 
hid the hashish elsewhere.

ENQUIRY AT THE CONSULATE 


Yesterday afternoon and this morning the 


inquiry into the case of the stranding of the 
“Olivemoor” 4 miles south-west of Agami was 
made by aspecial Court sitting at the British 
Consulate dnd consisting of H. B. M’s Consul- 
General Gould (presiding) and Captains Muir 
(S. 8. “Khephren”) and Jones (8. 8. “City of 
Cambridge”). . 

The chief evidence taken was that of the 
chief officer of the “Olivemoor,” who, after 
explaining how the ‘steamer went ashore, 
stated that the chartshad not been corrected 
from the time that the vessel was launched. 

The Captain was next called and described 
the steps taken to refloat the vessel, prior to 
the arrival of the salvage steamer. 


The inquiry was adjourned until this after- 


noon. 


PRIVATE GETTY’S DEATH. 


CONCLUSION OF INQUEST. 


The adjourned inquest on the body of 
Private Getty, who was found drowned at the 
Delta barrage, was resumed yesterday morning 
at the British Consulate before Mr. Pio 
Sciortino, Acting Consul, and a jary composed 
of Messrs. George Lewis, Moring, and Pegna.

THE LATE COLONEL DONNE 


The late Colonel Benjamin Donisthorpe 
Donne, C.B., whose death was reported on 
Thursday by our London correspondent, saw 
a great clea! of active service in this country 
and for the services which he repdered to 
Egyptology he was made an (fficer d’ Academie 
Francaise. Born in 1856, he was educated at 
Wellington College and abroad, and he entered 
the 35th Royal Sussex Regiment as Sab 
Lieutenant in 1875. He served in the West 
Indies and the Mediterranean and from 1881 
to 1882 he was Commandant of the C 
police. At the outbreak of the Arabi rebellion 
he was transferred to Egypty and for his 
services during the war of 1882 he received 
the medal and star. From 1883 to 1898 he 
served with the Egyptian Army and went 
through the Nile Expedition (1884-85) ; the 
Suakin Expedition 1888 and the action of 
Giemaizah ; the actions of Arghin and Toski in 
1889; and he raised and commanded the 10th 
Sudanese Battalion. Por his services in Egypt 
be received the decotation of the 8rd class 
order of the Medjidieh.

Public Opinion and the Congo. 


“In such a difficult case.as the Powers: find 
themselves in, in acknowledging and acting 
upon their responsibility for the Congo Free 
State, they look for the beneficent operation of 
public opinion above all things. They say to 
themselves :—‘It is doubtful how we onght to 
act if pressure becomes necessary. The Bel- 
gians are an enlightened, gifted, and highly 
civilised people. Sarely they have only to know 
the faeta for public opinion to do its work. The 
terrible wrongs of the Congo natives will assur- 
edly be set right. Belgium will not be willing 
to rest under the stigma of al! Europe. Foreign 
opinion alone will cause her to do her duty, 
even if she does not see for herself, as we are 
sure she does, what that duty is.’ Is this a 
misrepresentation of the attitude of the Great 
Powers, and particularly of Britain, towards 
Belgium ! Is it an exaggeration of what is 
hoped of public opinion ! We think not. 

“Unhappily the Administration of the 
Congo Free State is for all effectual purposes 
the King of the Belgians himself. And the 
King of the Belgians is, as we have said, 
absolutely insusceptible to public opinion. It is 
one of the greatest ironies of fate that in the 
very circumstances where so much depends 
upon the effect ot civilised opinion on one 
than, that man should be one of the rare 
people who are uninfluenced by it.
